LOS ANGELES, Apr. 4/58 (AP) The X-15, designed to be the firBt airplane 
to penetrate outer space, will be able to fly a mile a second at altitudes 
above 100 miles. North American Aviation said today. The plane, now 
under development at North American 9 s Los Angeles division, is scheduled 
to be test flown sometime next year. An artist 9 s conception of the craft 
released today shows the rocket-powered plane has an unusually heavy 
vertioal stabiliser. A company spokesman said the heavy stabilizer is 
used because drag is no problem in the upper atmosphere. In addition, h<r 
eaid, the extra strong surface of the stabiliser is helpful in steering the 
craft when it comes baok into the earth 9 a atmosphere.

If the theorem that Jesus appeared 
only on earth but his gospel must be 
made known to all', the Church was 
obligated to carry its missionaries 
and work to Mars and beyond. When 
flying saucers were first whetting 
the public's attention for the outer 
spaces, the American Jesuit, Father 
Francis J. Connell, caused consider¬ 
able controversy with his theory that 
the inhabitants of other worlds were 
still in a state of grace. Father 
Connell wrote that the Martians "may 
be living in a world of spiritual and 
material well-being. Immune from dis¬ 
ease, with death unknown and without 
the difficult social and political 
problems which beset the terrestrial 
beings. 


SOVIET BALLOONS SEEN OVER ARCTIC 

HELSINKI, Finland - Strange balloons 
have begun to appear high in the sky 
over Soviet territory above the Arctic 
Circle. Several have been sighted 
from various points on the Finnish side 
The balloons are described as "very 
large" and are evidently attached to 
the ground by long cables. They are 
almost stationary, only moving back & 
forth with the wind. 

The sightings have been made at wide 
intervale along a stretch of hundreds 
of miles through frozen wilds. 

Military experts guess the balloons are 
either used in connection with aircraft 
or missile operations., or as lookout 
posts for Rea border guards. 


Four UoS. national bureau of standards 
scientists found that all the water 
vapor on Mars equals that found in a 
box of earthly air 2 ft• wide ,2ft, 
long and 10 ft. high. This is the final 
conclusion of the most delicate exam¬ 
ination yet made of the Martian atmos¬ 
phere.

A Soviet scientist has proposed elec¬ 
tronic oars powered by high frequency 
waveso Dr. 0. Berat, writing in the 
Journal of Industrial Economies ex¬ 
plained that insulated cables trans¬ 
mitting high frequency waves oould be 
installed along roads or hung above i 
them to provide power. The oars wo\b.d 
have reoslvers which would capture 
the waves. 


LONDON (CF) - George King. 38 year old 
"ambassador for Mars and Venus and 
Earth," has written to Dag Hamaars- 
kjold demanding a seat in the United 
Nationso 

King, a London doorman, claimed in his*- 
letter that he has bean accepted by 
the Martians and Venueians as "primary 
terrestrial mental channel." he feels 
"in all humility" that he ie entitled 
to be liason offioer in the U„£!, be¬ 
tween earth and interplanetary intel¬ 
ligences. 

In his letter to the U.N 0 secretary- 
general he said that during the last 
three yearB he has received about 
300 telepathic transmissions from 
these intelligences.
